Officially and to the public, Pana­

with the triple threat of the war 
like future predict that a 
major 
national disaster could happen here 
overnight. 
Within one hour the canal could 
be so thoroughly destroyed that 
it would take a year or more to re­ 
pair. 
Construction of a third set 
of locks for exclusive use of the 
navy could not prevent it. 
For if 
the Pedro Miguel locks were de 
stroyed, the flood of water would 
carry away the Miraflores locks, 
all the water would drain out of 
Lake Gatun and the third set of 
locks would be as useless as the 
present ones. 
Long Repair Period 
If that happened during the dry 
season it would take four months 
for Lake Gatun to fill up again 
with sufficient water to run the 
canal, even if the locks could be 
repaired. 
But it might take 
year or more to repair the locks 
If the fleet were thus caught in 
one ocean while an enemy attack 
ed in the other, or if the fleet 
were divided, 
the 
consequences 
would be 
Incalculable, 
perhaps 
fatal to the national security of 
the United States. It is the firm 
conviction of every expert observ 
er here that if the United States 
ever finds itself at war, its first 
notification will be the destruc 
tion of the canal. 
The attack would come in peace­ 
time without warning. It must be 
capable of accomplishment by a 
small body of men, operating at 
. a single point, for a short space 
of time, at least two hours. 
Can 
that be done? All the possibilities 
are known to our potential enem­ 
ies. Here they are for the Ameri­ 
can public. 
Blast Is Real Threat 
Blowing up of the locks is the 
major threat. 
Who could do it? 
There are 
three classes 
to 
be 
drawn from crews of merchant 
ships going 
through 
the canal; 
gangs of any of the three groups 
of Japanese, German or Itatlian 
operatives now busy at espionage 
in 
Panama; 
finally 
the 10,000 
aliens still employed in the Canal 
Zone. 
The last group, seldom discuss­ 
ed, is taken most 
seriously by 
those on whom responsibility rests. 
Mostly Negroes, nearly all from 
the West Indies, with British citi­ 
zenship, they were loyal during the 
great war. But another war would 
present an entirely different prob­ 
lem to the defenders of the canal. 
Japan and Italy were on our side 
in the last war. There was no real 
threat to the canal from the Ger­ 
mans. 
Hence there was no real pres­ 
sure on the laborers in the canal 
zone from enemy powers. Today 
the possibility of such pressure is 
tripled. 
The 
laborers are now 
better educated and have grown 
class conscious and race conscious. 
They are generally anti-white, but 
they identify white with American 
superiority. 
* 
All Colored Labor 
These colored laborers do all the 
manual work of the canal. 
They 
actually operate the levers, pull 
the ropes, turn current off and on, 
and physicially manage the com­ 
plicated, delicate,

enor­

changes in air pressure. 
There are a great many things 
abo ut airplane flying that have no t 
yet been wo rked o ut. One is the 
effect o f sedatives at a high altitude. 
It is generally co nsidered by all 
pilo ts and ho stesses who have had 
experience, th at sedatives o f any 
kind are likely to pro duce a vio lent 
reactio n when a high altitude is 
reached.

Seldom Over 8,000 


On an average run an airplane 
seldom gets over 8,000 feet. I have 
been in an airplane which has gotten 
as high as 15,000 feet, which is 
1,000 feet higher than Pike’s Peak, 
and found that breathlessness was 
quite noticeable but no real damage 
was done and no perm anent effects 
were noted. 
Discomfort which occurs in air­ 
planes may be due to airplane sick­ 
ness or altitude sickness and may 
not necessarily be due to any heart 
change whatever. A great deal of 
the reactions th at these passengers 
experience is emotional. Some in­ 
sist that they cannot stand altitude 
flying and get sick as soon as a cer­ 
tain elevation is reached. 
I have heard the story of a 
woman who developed pain around 
the heart at an altitude of 10,000 
feet. The pilot was informed of this 
and put the plane into a slight 
descent.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


M. F.: “ Is yellow mercuric oxide 
safe to use on eyelashes to promote 
their growth? Would it help falling 
lashes?” 
Answer—The ointm ent of yellow 
mercuric oxide in two per cent 
strength is used as an antiseptic in 
the eye. If the falling lashes are 
due to infection, this will help them, 
but it does not of itself stim ulate 
grow th of lashes. 


C. M.: “ Please give me some in­ 
form ation about disinfectants. 
I 
help run a tourist home and have 
three bathrooms to disinfect.” 
Answer—Chlorinated lime (three 
ounces to a gallon of w ater) is use­ 
ful for the disinfection of toilets. 
It bleaches and destroys fabrics in 
this concentration. A good soap and 
w ater scrubbing is about the best 
for bathtubs and wash stands. For 
fu rth er precautions wipe with for­ 
malin (half strength) or Lysed (one 
per cent solution) or Oxol. Pyxol 
is a combination of cresol and soft 
soap.
